The Provincial Government  re-| 
cently rushed through a $5,000,000 | 
loan upon such juicy terms that it) 
made everyone who had a few dol- 
lars to invest feel quite envious oL 
the tinancial institutions that 
were permitted to pick up such a 
nice plum, 

Usually the Brownlee Govern: 
ment is berated for always legis- 
lating for the farmer, but this deal 
looks very much as though the 
big fellows were treated more 
than generously. 

One U F A member Mr Spencet 
has been agitating that all bankers 
who charge more than seven per 
cent for a loan, to be put in jail, 
fined, hanged, drawn and quarter. 
ed and yet the Brownlee Govern: 
ment comes up smiling and passes 
out real honest to goodness loans 
in $1,000,000 bundles and agree to 
pay six and a half per cent and a 
brokerage for pulling the aeal 
through, 

The Red Deer Advocate a real 
Brownlee supporter is simply as | 
tonished and expresses itself ag 
follows:

vincial taxes, such as income tax, 
and worse, they are made exempt 
from succession duty imposed by 
the province. The interest was 
payable half yearly in lawful 
money of Canada, ‘The loan was 
snapped up in a few moments 
when subscription was available. 
Naturally so. The dealer demand 
is reported to have amounted to 
some 24 millions, und institutional 
investors are said to have taken 
up some 1% millious of the issue.
